WASHINGTON, Aug I — Con­ 
gress reconvenes today after a 38- 
day recess with indications that it 
will bow to a widespread demand 
for completion of demobilization 
legislation because of possibility of 
collapse of Germany. 
Committees in both senate and 
house promised to defy mid-Sum- 
mer heat and seek to whip into 
shape billa dealing with unemploy­ 
ment compensation for war w ork­ 
ers disposal of surplus property 
and streamlining of demobilization 
machinery. 
The two branches of congress 
may be forced into a period of 
three-day recesses while commit­ 
tees are working, prospect faded, 
however, for continuation of the 
recess which spanned the two na­ 
tional political conventions.

public distribution, it appoints a 
month to be designated cancer 
control month, many state health 
departments start campaigns of 
explanation among their citizens. 
How much should the public be 
educated about cancer? I confess 
I don’t know. Enough so )hey use 
common sense, and not enough to 
get frightened, or go off half 
cocked at anything that happens 
to their family or relatives or 
neighbors and insist on unneces­ 
sary operations or some fool quack 
treatment. But they should know 
enough to realize when there Is a 
real indication for it, and to get 
early and proper treatment. And 
that is a tall order. A little learn­ 
ing is a dangerous thing, and when 
they get a little learning about 
cancer common sense often flies 
out of the window. 


Different Types of Cancer 
I think I know something about 
the different cancers. I have had 
a skin cancer and I don’t think I 
displayed any morbid fear about 
it. I had it right in my old vac­ 
cination scar and I didn’t recog. 
nize what it was for several weeks, 
and then when it began to bleed (it 
never hurt) I went to a dermatolo­ 
gist and he <aid—‘’Why that is an 
epitheloma,” and I went right out 
of his office to a surgeon’s office 
who cut it out, and it was sent to 
a pathologist who sectioned it and 
said, “Yes, it is an epitheloma,” 
and that’s the last I have worried 
about it since. 
How do I advise or control my 
household? Well, I do not deliber­ 
ately avoid it, but it never occurs 
to me to talk about cancer to them. 
They come to me pretty soon after 
any symptom pops up in them 
(that is perhaps the advantage of 
a doctor’s household) and if there 
la, following the outline of the 


American Society for the Control 
of Cancer: 
1. Any abnormal or irregular 
I di«charge from any of the body 
openings. 
2. Any sore, no m atter how 
sn ail, on the skin, lips, tongue, 
mouth, that does not heal within 
ten nays. 
3 Any mole, wen or wart that 
changes its texture or begins to 
grow. 
4. Any persistent hoarseness or 
loss of voice not due to a cold. 
6. Any lump—no m atter if en­ 
tirely painless—especially in th# 
female breast. 
Immediate Examination 
If any of those things were re­ 
ported to me I would start an in­ 
vestigation immediately. That in­ 
vestigation should include removal 
of a piece of the tissue (biopsy) 
and examination of a section of it 
under the microscope by a trained 
pathologist. That is the final test 
for diagnosis. 
There is no blood 
test or electric test. 
Even her# 
tome common sense can be used. 
If th# spot is on th# akin and is 
fairly small, hav* it all removed, 
not just a small piece for micro­ 
scopic examination, and when the 
whole growth is removed have part 
of it examined microscopically and 
then decide whether to have fol­ 
low-up X-ray or radium treat­ 
ments. 
But I also know anent the above 
list of indications for examination, 
that there are a great many kinds 
and cases of discharge from one 
of the cavities of the body that 
are not due to cancer at all. 
In 
fact most of them, so I would ac­ 
cept a negative verdict with a 
placid mind. 
Surgery, X-ray and radium are 
the only methods of treatm ent of 
cancer that have ever been found 
successful. Sometimes one is bet­ 
ter, sometimes the other, eome- 
times a combination. But they a rt 
the only ways of treatm ent to 
trust. There is no serum or chem­ 
ical in the blood that at the pres­ 
ent time has any scientific ground 
for recognition. 
The ben hope for prevention of 
cancer is in the forms on the akin 
and in the breast 
You can see 
or feel them. There is not much 
excuse for anybody who neglects 
those two varieties until it is too 
late.

The Columbus District 
Office 
of 
Price 
Administration 
an­ 
nounced Tuesday that widespread 
confusion apparently 
exists 
in 
the peach market as a result of 
a 
misunderstanding 
of 
F O B . 
ceiling prices for growers. 
The district office stated that 
the correct ceilings for all Cen­ 
tral States peaches are $3 66 a 
bushel and l l 99 a half bushel. 
Ceilings on southern peaches are 
$4 00 a bushel and $2.16 a half 
bushel, which will continue until 
August 16. when they will drop 
to the same prices as the Central 
States products. A mistaken im­ 
pression 
had circulated 
among 
the trade that the ceilings 
an­ 
nounced for bushels were for half 
bushels, 
O PA said. Wholesalers 
and retailers are permitted mark­ 
ups over grower prices compar­ 
able with those which have been i 
consistent 
with 
normal 
trade 
practices. A t retail, the price will 
not exceed 14 to 16 rents a pound, 
or a rollback from last year of at 
least 25 percent, except in heavily 
producing areas in which prices 
may be much lower. 
Local peach dealers have been 
having considerable difficulty ex­ 
plaining peach prices to prospec­ 
tive customers, many of 
whom 
have insisted that $2.16 a bushel 
was the retail ceiling price when. 
as a matter of fact, OPA set the 
$2.16 as the growers basic price 
for the ten largest peach growing 
districts in the nation to which

restal and Chief of Naval Opera­ 


tions Admiral Ernie King is just 


as bad as it was between King and 
the late Frank Knox—or worse. 


Knox and Admiral King rubbed 
each other raw. King used to go 
over the head of the secretary of 
the navy, even overruled him re­ 
garding the Navy's new grey Sum ­ 
mer uniform, which Knox — and 
most N avy men 
opposed. 
When Forrestal became Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, it was hoped 
that relations 
would 
be 
har­ 
monious. Last week, however, Ad­ 
miral King publicly gave hi* chief 
an adroit slap-down. 
Forrestal, Admiral King, 
and 
fighting Admiral 
Halsey 
were 
holding a joint press conference 
The Secretary of the N avy was 
asked if he had any comment on 
the fall of the Tojo Cabinet. He 
replied that N avy personnel, in­ 
cluding himself, were not 
sup­ 
posed to comment on politics. 
Whereupon Admiral King inter­ 
rupted and, almost as if the Sec­ 
retary of the Navy were a little 
boy, corrected him. 
" I will comment on that,” he 
announced, 
despite 
Forrestal* 
statement that poiltical 
matters 
were not for comment by N avy 
personnel. 
‘‘Obviously, the Cabi­ 
net would not have fallen unless 
there was dissatisfaction on the 
part of m ilitary leaders with the 
conduct of the war. The Japanese 
can be expected to continue 
to 
wage war with all the 
powers 
they possess.” 
Secretary Forrestal

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New Texas Gas Line Is Now 
Progressing by Leaps and Bounds 


A few short weeks ago, when we reported on the construction 


of a new pipe line to bring additional supplies of Texas gas 


into Ohio, only 62 miles of the line were completed. 
Today 


more than 347 miles of the line are finished and the work 


is progressing at the rate of IO to 12 miles a day. Some 


23 construction crews are now engaged over the 1265 mile 


route. 
River crossings, compressor stations, field gathering 


lines and other necessary construction are moving forward on 


schedule. 
By early fall the project is due for completion and, 


after a few weeks of test operation, it should be ready to 


deliver some 40 million cubic feet of gas a day into The 


Ohio Fuel Gas Company s lines. 


Meanwhile, our Company is taking gas from another Texas 


line serving Detroit at the rate of from 50 to 60 million 


cubic feet a day and forcing it into our underground storage 


wells for use next winter. 
O ur own well drilling program and

All of this gas, however, is not net gain in supply. Some of rt 


must replace wells depleted last winter. Other of it replenishes 


our underground storage. 
Also, in view of the new Texas 


supply, we will receive less gas from W est Virginia this winter 


than during the last season. 


As we inform our domestic, commercial and industrial cus­ 


tomers of an improved gas condition for the coming winter, 


we warn that the supply of A L L fuels will still be considered 


critical.
